The December 4th performance 
of Tennessee Williams’ Streetcar 
Named Desire left several of its 
viewers expressing Stella’s direc- 
tive: “Please, Blanche! Sit down 
and stop yelling.” Admittedly, this 
drama is one of intensity and vi- 
olence, yet much was lost through 
excessive shouting. 

In viewing this production, one 
wondered if this exaggeration in 
volume and Southern drawl was 
overacting by Diane Ciesla, cast 
as Blanche DuBois, or oversight 
by Streetcar’s director, Robert 
Buzecky. While there was notable 
loss through such indistinguish- 
able speech, Diane effectively pre- 
sented the physical fluctuations in 
the character of Blanche. Accus- 
tomed to the genteel ways of 
Southern life, Blanche was driven 
to madness in the animalistic 


world of the New Orleans flat 
where her sister, Stella, and her 
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husband, Stanley Kowalski, lived. 
Playing the role of a now pseudo- 
sophisticated woman who had been 
driven to alcoholism and_ final 
emotional breakdown, Diane went 
from moments of _ sophisticated 
snobbery to others of frenzied 
rage. Diane handled  Blanche’s 
transitions from sporadic fits of 
nervousness to moments of seduc- 
tion to others of violent outburst 
with definite strength. Absorbed 
in Blanche’s -need for Southern 
Comfort, both of liquid and phys- 
ical variation, Miss Ciesla occa- 
sionally exhibited a certain free- 
dom of display, both through 
body movement and costuming. 
The intensity of Blanche’s lust for 
life became realized and extended 
through Diane’s forceful portrayal 
of the piteous Blanche DuBois. 
While Blanche was a versatile 
character, her sister, Stella Kowal- 
ski, related a rather gentle smooth- 
ness in her adjustment from the 
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Diane Ciesla exchange insults in “Streetcar,”

Since the close of Crossroads, there have 
been many concerned adults in the com- 
munity who realized there was still need 
of help for kids who used drugs. And after 
the week-long WDBQ radio marathon by 
Bob Savage, drug specialist, Project 70 
was formed and decided “that a drug 
contact house would at least help ease the 
pain if not entirely cure the disease.” 

The council was composed of a 12-mem- 
ber board; and it was at this point that an 
“Ad Hoc Committee for Youth” was form- 
ed. 

At the occupation of St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church, Ad Hoc spokesman. John Sullivan 
explained, “The youth want a gathering 
place, not just a contact house which would 
be drug-oriented and professional. They 
want a place to rap, and if Project 70 does 
not provide that, our group will take fur- 
ther action.” 

The two groups met two nights later and 
demands were presented. They included: 
appointment of a 39-member board, three- 
fourths of which were to be youths drawn 
from all strata of life and occupations, im- 
plementation of a “youth gathering place” 
immediately, and provisions for eating and 
sleeping in the gathering place in exchange 
for work done there. . 

The original 12-member board voted un- 
animously that six additional members 
would be added—two from the Ad Hoc 
Committee, and one each from Senior, 
Wahlert, University of Dubuque, and 
Clarke. (One member on the original board 
was from Loras College). 4 

This was acceptable to both parties, for 
Ad Hoe now felt that the “street people” 
were represented, whereas they hadn’t 
been previously. 

The new drug council, with acting chair- 
man John Gross, met for the first time 
about six weeks ago, naming itself: the 


“Council for Drug Awareness.” Diane Fik- 
any, Clarke’s appointed member, said that 
two proposals were considered at this meet- 
ing. The first was to form a drug contact 
house with a very structured education 
program (on drugs, nutrition, ‘hygiene, etc.) 
a medical facility, social work service for 
counselling, a crisis line phone service, and 
a crash pad facility. The second proposal 
called for exactly the same needs, with 
addition of a gathering center for youths 
to congregate. The second proposal was 
passed. 

There was, at this time, a building which 
had been offered unanimously through lia- 
son Bob O’Brien, Chief of Police, on the 
condition that the donor agreed with the 
proposal. Five representatives met with Mr. 
O’Brien, and it became evident at this 
time that John Gross was not entirely sold 
on the idea of the passed proposal, and that 
if he had to concede the gathering center 
demand in order to secure the house, he 
would do so. Inflamatory articles on both 
sides appeared in the Telegraph-Herald, 
which dragged into a week of journalistic 
fighting. 

The Council split—three adults resigned 
from the committee for various reasons, 
and the remaining people decided to con- 
tinue their efforts. They visited as many 
educational and religious institutions above 
downtown as they could, seeking for space 
for the contact house. Their goal was an 
alternating program — one night a week 
every week at seven at different institu- 
tions, until money could be raised to secure 
a permanent location. The O.E.O. (Office 
of Educational Opportunity) responded to 
their requests, for a limited amount of 
time, and the committee is now in the 
process of contacting the three groups 
composing O.E.0. to secure their approval.

Our campus sits along the northwest 
edge of Escambia Bay, which empties into 
the Gulf of Mexico at Pensacola, Florida 
So far this year, Escambia Bay has suffer- 
ed over 60 major fish kills, each one of 
close to or more than a million fish—food 
fish, sport fish, ‘commercial fish’, you name 
it. 

These kills have been traced to industries 
and municipalities just north of and on 
the bay, which have been using the Escam- 
bia River and the bay for a dump. Onc 
such industry is Monsanto Co., which, as of 
January, 1970, was dumping into the river, 
and the bay, the following wastes: 

10,000 lbs/day 5 biological oxygen demand 
3,900 Ibs/day total organic carbon 
1,875 lbs/day TKN 
1,331 lbs/day nitrite nitrogen 
1,104 Ibs/day ammonia nitrogen & nitvite 
421 lbs/day total phosphate 
264 lbs/day ortho phosphate 


One of Monsanto’s most advertized and 
ecologically deleterious products is Astro 
Turf, an artificial grass; some of its other 
products are Arochlor (1250) compounds 
and herbicides. Because our public offic- 
ials have been tragically slow to respond, 
and because citizen initiated ‘pollution con- 
trol’ legislation is being successively weak- 
ened and stifled, and will have only mod- 
erate ‘success’ if ever passed, we have 
concluded that only economic sanctions 
can force the industries involved to recycle 
their wastes and quit using the Escambia 
River—the public domain—for a dump. 

We intend to take sanctions against all 
industries, of which there are six locally, 
dumping into the Escambia River and the 
bay.

ing 1969 studies on College govern- 
sear toecy tn, Clarke evolved an eigh- 
teen member Forum which functions as the 
college’s internal policy-approving _body. 
Forum adopts or reflects policies initiated 
through its three standing committees: Aca- 
demic Affairs (AAC), Student Affairs (SAC), 
and Faculty Affairs (FAC), and various ad 
hoc committees. L-Board and X-Board are 
diagrammed as committees under SAC. 

Seven student-elected and seven faculty- 

elected voting representatives constitute the 
bulk of Forum membership. Clarke’s presi- 
dent, dean of students, academic dean, and 
a member on the board of trustees serve as 
ex-officio, non-voting members. Meetings 
open to the Clarke community are held 
Thursdays at 4:35 in Alumni Lecture Hall. 

January 21, Clarke students elected their 
1971-72 representatives to Forum. Following 
are the representatives’ views towards per- 
fecting an activized Clarke through an ef- 
fective Forum. 

Chris Fisher: “The problem of decreased 
enrollment can be solved if a new type of 
creative student can be attracted to Clarke. 
A special effort should be made to encour- 
age present dissatisfied students to stick 
around, pitch in and help change those 
things that they disagree with. In my opin- 
ion, the most assured way of Clarke con- 
tinuing its high standards will be through 
rather drastic changes and innovations in 
the curriculum. I feel Clarke should take ad- 
vantage of her smaliness, her adequate facil- 
ities and her dedicated faculty to become a 
real experimental center, I ainly do not 
have specific answe above men- 
tioned problems, but { am hoping that the 
work of Forum will help find the answer.” 

Maria Whelan: “The Forum has pretty 
much finished with the business of organiz- 
ing itself into an effe ;

Now that 
much of the organizational procedures of 
the Forum have been worked out and put 
into operation, I envision the Forum taking 
an active role in projects related to the 
Proposed learning center, new academic 
programs, and Clarke’s Population.” 

Jane Rhomberg: “As a freshman Forum 










member, my primary concern is to increase 
enrollment. The lack of students can be re- 
lated to the dissatisfaction of some students 
presently attending Clarke. The sources of 
their dissatisfaction—such as problems with 
registration, ‘“closed-out” classes, and dif- 
ficulties with cross-registration—need to be 
considered and adjusted. To up the en- 
rollment, every Clarke student should be 
encouraged to recruit one new student.” 

“J would also like to see more girls from 
varied cultural backgrounds and a greater 
involvement with the Dubuque community.” 

Sandy Donohoe: “I would like to see more 
academic satisfaction with the students. If 
this means a change in programs, faculty 
members, or whatever, these changes still 
have to be brought about. Unless students 
are satisfied with their academic lives, they 
will not remain at Clarke.” 

Nancy Jordan: “In my opinion the Forum 
is truly an innovation in college governance. 
The fact that an elected group of students 
and faculty together make decisions which 
will affect the entire community gives the 
structure its uniqueness but also a tremen- 
dous amount of responsibility. I see the role 
of the Forum in the future as a more initia- 
tive-taking one. I hope that through coopera- 
tion with the standing committees, the 
Forum can keep Clarke apace with the 
times—beginning experimental programs 
that will attract Prospective students and 
keep withdrawal at a minimum.

‘events,’ happenings,’ and ‘performances.’ 
The definitions offered of what a ‘perform- 
ance comprises were abstract; these new 
art forms are too flexible to be con- 
fined to a static or rigid definition. ‘Activi- 
ties,’ a comparable form, is illustrated 
through the following experiment. 

There were five different activities: 


1. Kennedy Mall Walk: two people walk- 
ed around the perimeter of Kennedy Mall, 
one on the inside, one around the outside. 
Neither one was aware of the other. When 
they had reached their starting point, they 
left. 

2. Grass Patterns: four people went to dif- 
ferent designated areas, chose a particular 
spot within that area, and walked in a rect- 
angle pattern in the grass. This was con- 
{inued until there was an identifiable pat- 
tern seen in the grass, OR when the partici- 
pant was satisfied with his work. 

3, Supermarket: three people went into 
three different supermarkets, and following 
the order of items on their list, picked up 
groceries. After they had them all, they 
proceeded to return the articles; one by one, 
in the exact same order; then they left. 

4, Counting Cars: two people went to a 
specific street corner and stood there until 
they had counted 35 blue cars as they 
passed. 

5, Library: two teams of two people 
each performed this activity. One person 
went to the library, sketched the Grant 
Wood painting, and came out. He handed 
this to his partner, who went to a specific 
corner, gave the drawing to the first person 
who passed wearing desert boots, and then 
watched him until he walked out of sight. 

The activities had similar patterns—each 
involved movement—but some were more 
complicated than others. They weren't so 
structured that they didn’t allow a degree 
of choice: for example, the size of the 
rectangle was not stated, the supermarket 
didn’t have all the brand names listed, so 
the participants had to choose to substitute 
or do without the item and the library had 
two Grant Wood paintings that could have 
been sketched. 

The result—now that’s a big question— 
how can one really say? Specifically, one 
grass walker said she was satisfied with her 
rectangle but because some people were 
watching her, she kept walking and walking 
the perimeter, because she felt that “even 
though I don’t have any reason to be doing 
this, I really DO have a real reason to be 
here—to pattern this rectangle.” The A & P 
stockboy offered one girl an unmarked can of 
Peter Pan Peanut Butter before he marked 
the price up on it—which was sort of a 
“priceless” accidental for her unique experi- 
ence.: : 

Another shopper was stopped on her way 
to the store by an acquaintance who asked 
her if she would care to be in an art movie 
they were making: She replied no, that 
she already had an art project to do that 
day, and he solemnly stated, everyone does 
art on Saturdays.” A “desert boot”-watcher 

after 15 intent minutes, finally spotted some

were close enough to desert boots, he 
approached the wearer and said, ‘Here, I'd 
like you to have this.” “Why?” “Because 
you have those shoes on.” The other shoe- 
watcher was met with, “Oh, did you do it?” 
to which he replied, “No, a friend of mine 
does it and I give them away for him.” 

Generally, though, results were also felt. 
The group, which met at 4:00 to talk to the 
other artists, seemed to consider their activi- 
ties as “non-purposeful yet purposeful.” It 
was a time set aside to do something unique, 
with the resulting bi-product. being individu- 
ally unique. Everyone senesd an intense 
awareness that otherwise is often ignored. 
The car counters, for example, were im- 
pressed by the fact that the cop cars that 
passed were for one, the 4th and 18th blue 
cars; for the other, the 10th and 27th— 
neither were told to look for squad cars, but 
it was, strange that both were aware of them 
accidentally. Each had taken their activity 
seriously and conscientiously performed it; 
and because all were totally ALONE in their 
experience, the outcome was quite different 
from the way it would have been had’ it 
been shared. 

Cage’s idea of becoming intensely aware 
of everyday natural sounds and Kirby’s 
concept of new art initially had encouraged 
this project. Where will you go from here?
